Canadian  Association  for  American  Studies 


The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Association  for  American  Studies,  which 
was  founded  in  Montreal  in  October  1964, 
was  held  at  Victoria  College  last  Oct.  6 
and  at  Glendon  College,  York  University, 
on  Oct.  7. 

First  President  of  the  Association  is  Prof.

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Appointments  and  Promotions 


Arts  and  Science 

Prof.  Vincent  W.  Bladen  will  retire  as 
Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
effective  next  July. 

Although  University  rules  prevent  Dean 
Bladen  from  heading  an  academic  depart- 
ment after  the  age  of  65,  he  will  carry  on 
as  a Professor  in  the  Department  of  Political 
Economy.  He  hopes  to  spend  about  half  of 
his  time  teaching  at  Scarborough  College. 

Despite  his  heavy  responsibility  for  the 
University’s  largest  faculty,  the  Dean  has 
found  time  to  act  as  a one-man  Royal  Com- 
mission investigating  the  Canadian  automo- 
bile industry,  and  to  preside  over  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Association  of 
Canadian  Universities  and  Colleges  to 
examine  and  make  recommendations  on  the 
financing  of  higher  education  in  Canada. 
The  report  of  the  committee  has  just  been 
published.  “If  the  Bladen  recommendations 
are  followed,”  Dr.  Bissell  said  recently,  “we 
shall  finally  take  our  place  among  the  fully 
developed  nations”. 

Prof.  A.  D.  Allen,  who  succeeds  Dean 
Bladen  next  July  1,  was  appointed  Associate 
Dean  in  1964.  He  had  joined  the  Depart- 
ment of  Chemistry  as  assistant  professor  in 
1959  after  two  years  as  research  chemist 
with  the  International  Nickel  Company  at 
Copper  Cliff,  Ontario. 

On  completion  of  training  in  South  Africa 
(placing  first  in  final  standings  at  naviga- 
tion, bombing,  and  gunnery  schools),  Pro- 
fessor Allen  was  commissioned  Pilot  Officer, 
R.A.F.,  in  1940.  “The  wartime  story”,  he 
says,  “was  fairly  commonplace,  but  it  was 
a large  chunk  of  my  life”.  The  fact  is  that 
by  the  end  of  the  war  he  was  officer  in 
charge  of  navigational  training  for  Coastal 
Command  and  went  on  to  spend  a year 
with  the  Air  Ministry  before  entering  Uni- 
versity College,  London,  in  1946.  He  gradu- 
ated B.Sc.  (Chemistry)  with  first  class 


honours  in  1950  and  obtained  his  Ph.D.  in 
Physical  Organic  Chemistry  in  1953.  He 
moved  to  Canada  in  1957,  after  lecturing 
in  chemistry  at  University  College. 

Dr.  Allen’s  specialty  is  inorganic  chemis- 
try. His  particular  interest  is  indicated  by 
the  award  of  a Petroleum  Research  Fund 
research  grant  of  $10,000  for  the  investiga- 
tion of  organo-transition  metal  systems,  by 
the  American  Chemical  Society.  In  1963-64 
he  was  Chairman,  Inorganic  Subject  Divi- 
sion, Chemical  Institute  of  Canada.  He  is 
the  author  of  twenty-two  scientific  publica- 
tions. His  elder  daughter  is  a General  Science 
graduate  of  U of  T:  his  elder  son  is  in 
third  year  Biological  and  Medical  Sciences. 

Applied  Science  and 
Engineering 

Dr.  James  Milton  Ham,  Professor  and 
Head  of  the  University’s  Department  of 
Electrical  Engineering,  will  succeed  Dr. 
Roland  R.  McLaughlin  as  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering 
on  July  1. 

Dr.  McLaughlin,  prevented  by  University 
regulations  from  heading  an  academic  de- 
partment after  the  age  of  65,  will  continue 
on  staff  as  a senior  adviser  to  the  President 
in  the  area  of  long-range  planning. 

Dean  of  the  University’s  second  largest 
faculty  since  1954,  Dr.  McLaughlin  was 
born  in  Toronto,  March  16,  1901.  He  went 
to  Rosedale  Public  School  and  later  matricu- 
lated with  honours  from  St.  Andrew’s  Col- 
lege. He  joined  the  Chemical  Engineering 
course  at  U of  T in  1918  and  graduated 
with  honours  four  years  later.  After  gaining 
his  M.A.Sc.  in  1923  he  went  into  industry 
and  his  first  task  was  to  set  up  an  American 
factory  for  Canada  Dry  Ginger  Ale  in  New 
York.  Roland  McLaughlin  returned  to  Var- 
sity in  1924  and  gained  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
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After  a brief  spell  in  London,  Eng.  in 
the  Lister  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine 
as  a Grocers’  Company  Research  Scholar, 
he  joined  the  Department  of  Chemical 
Engineering  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
as  Assistant  Professor  in  1931.  He  became 
Associate  Professor  in  1939  and  Professor 
in  1943.  The  same  year,  he  was  elected 
first  President  of  the  Chemical  Institute  of 
Canada. 

Dean  McLaughlin  became  head  of  the 
Department  of  Chemical  Engineering  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  in  1946  and  in  1954 
was  appointed  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering.  His  many 
honours  since  then  included  the  Montreal 
Medal  of  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada, 
for  service  to  the  profession  of  chemistry  in 
Canada,  and  the  Society  of  Chemical  Indus- 
try (Canada)  Medal,  which  he  received 
last  year. 

In  1961,  Dean  McLaughlin  toured 
India  under  the  auspices  of  the  Colombo 
Plan  to  advise  the  Indian  government  on 
the  establishment  and  running  of  engineer- 
ing colleges  and  the  furtherance  of  this 
project  has  been  one  of  his  special  interests 
ever  since.  As  administrative  and  extra- 
curricular duties  piled  up,  Dr.  McLaughlin 
always  insisted  on  maintaining  continuing 
interest  in  research— a proof  of  which  can 
be  seen  in  15  published  papers  that  bear 
his  name.  Many  of  these  are  in  the  field 
of  organic  chemistry,  which  remains  one  of 
his  special  interests. 

Roland  McLaughlin  married  Margery 
McLay,  daughter  of  Professor  and  Mrs.  W. 
S.  W.  McLay,  in  1925.  Their  daughter 
Julia  Eleanor  is  a U of  T (U.C.)  B.A.  and 
later  secured  her  Diploma  in  Physical  and 
Occupational  Therapy.  Dr.  McLaughlin 
was  a keen  hockey  and  tennis  player  and 
likes  to  sail  a dinghy.  He  plays  the  piano 
and  enjoys  reading  history  when  he  has 
the  time. 

James  Ham  was  born  Sept.  21,  1920,  in 
the  village  of  Coboconk,  100  miles  north 
of  Toronto.  From  a one-room  public  school 
he  graduated  to  West  Toronto’s  Runny- 
mede  Collegiate  and  then  joined  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto’s  Electrical  Engineering 
course  in  1939.  In  gaining  his  Bachelor  of 
Applied  Science  degree  four  years  later  he 
obtained  the  highest  marks  ever  awarded 
in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and 
Engineering.  ( They’ve  been  tied  once ) . 
He  also  gained  the  Jenkins  Scholarship,  the 
Association  of  Professional  Engineers  of 
Ontario  Scholarship,  the  Engineering  In- 
stitute of  Canada  Prize  and  the  British 


Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  Medal. 

Jim  Ham  spent  the  rest  of  the  war  with 
the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  and  then  re- 
turned to  U of  T to  be  lecturer  and 
housemaster,  Ajax  Division  (Veterans’  Re- 
habilitation) 1945-46.  He  then  studied  at 
the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
for  six  years,  receiving  his  S.M.  degree  in 
1947  and  his  Sc.D.  in  1952,  whilst  holding 
several  research  fellowships.  He  designed 
and  developed  a combined  analogue- 
digital  computer  during  this  period  and  in 
1951  was  appointed  Assistant  Professor  of 
Electrical  Engineering  at  M.I.T. 

Dr.  Ham  returned  to  Toronto  in  1952 
to  become  Associate  Professor  of  Electrical 
Engineering,  in  charge  of  teaching  and 
research  in  feedback  control  systems,  an 
area  of  study  that  is  vital  to  automation 
and  automatic  control.  He  quickly  became 
a consultant  to  various  companies  engaged 
in  processing. 

In  1959,  Dr.  Ham  was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor of  Electrical  Engineering  and  at  the 
same  time  became  founding  Chairman  of 
the  Associate  Committee  on  Automatic 
Control  of  the  National  Research  Council 
of  Canada.  He  was  named  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Electrical  Engineering  in 
1964. 

While  on  sabbatical  leave  in  Cambridge, 
Eng.,  in  1960,  Prof.  Ham  made  a one- 
month  tour  of  the  U.S.S.R.  Other  journeys 
have  taken  him  around  India,  where  he 
was  a staff  member  of  the  World  Univer- 
sity Service  International  Seminar  in  1953. 
Subsequently,  he  became  Chairman  of 
Friendly  Relations  with  Overseas  Students 
and  from  1955-57  was  staff  representative 
on  the  Students’  Administrative  Council. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  House  Committee 
of  Hart  House,  1956-59,  and  has  always 
shown  keen  interest  in  the  Student  Chris- 
tian Movement. 

Dr.  Ham  is  a keen  skier  and  likes  to  sail 
a 14ft.  international  dinghy— “one  of  those 
spirited  young  pups”.  He  is  fond  of  walk- 
ing in  mountain  country  and,  with  his  wife 
Mary,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  W. 
Augustine  of  Kitchener,  collects  pottery 
and  stone  ware.  They  have  three  young 
children,  Peter,  Martha  and  Jane. 

Dr.  Ham  is  the  author  of  many  scientific 
publications,  particularly  on  the  subject  of 
automatic  control.  “Scientific  Bases  of 
Electrical  Engineering”,  a text  that  he  wrote 
jointly  with  Dr.  Gordon  Slemon  of  U of  T, 
is  widely  used  throughout  North  America 
and  elsewhere. 
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Scarborough  College 

The  academic  structure  of  Scarborough 
College  has  been  altered  and  strengthened. 

Dr.  W.  E.  Beckel  has  become  Dean  of 
the  College,  and  Prof.  S.  J.  Colman  Asso- 
ciate Dean. 

Dr.  Beckel  had  been  formerly  named  as 
Dean  of  Science,  while  Prof.  Colman  had 
been  named  as  Associate  Dean  of  Arts, 
indicating  some  separation  in  their  func- 
tions and  responsibilities.  Under  the  new 
arrangement  the  two  Deans  will  work  in 
close  collaboration,  although  Dr.  Beckel 
will  normally  attend  in  the  first  place  to 
matters  affecting  the  sciences,  while  Prof. 
Colman  will  attend  to  matters  affecting  the 
humanities  and  social  sciences. 

Dean  Beckel,  who  is  also  Professor  of 
Zoology,  is  already  well  known  to  the 
University. 

Biographical  data  about  Dean  Colman, 
who  took  up  his  duties  in  July  of  this  year, 
appeared  in  the  October  Bulletin. 

Royal  Ontario  Museum 

Peter  Swann,  Curator  of  Eastern  Art  at 
the  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford  University, 
will  succeed  Dr.  W.  E.  Swinton  as  Director 
of  the  Museum  next  July  1. 

Mr.  Swann  is  an  official  adviser  on 
eastern  art  to  the  French  government,  and 
was  recently  retained  by  Princeton  Uni- 
versity to  advise  on  the  development  of  its 
museum.  He  has  been  editor  of  Oriental 
Art  for  ten  years.  He  has  worked  closely 
with  physical  scientists  at  Oxford  on  the 
scientific  examination  of  antiquities,  a field 
in  which  the  ROM  plans  to  extend. 

Mr.  Swann  left  studies  at  Oxford  to  join 
the  Royal  Navy.  He  studied  Japanese  and 
became  head  of  an  Anglo-American  naval 
intelligence  translation  bureau  in  Washing- 
ton. 

After  the  war  he  returned  to  Oxford  and 
earned  first  class  honours  in  Chinese.  He 
joined  the  Indian  Institute  there  and 
helped  reorganize  it  as  a museum  of 
Eastern  Art,  later  becoming  Curator. 

Mr.  Swann  is  in  charge  of  fund-raising 
and  planning  for  a building  extension  to 
St.  Edmund’s  Hall  at  Oxford,  and  is  a 
Professorial  Fellow  of  the  college. 

He  is  author  of  Art  in  China,  Korea  and 
Japan,  Chinese  Painting,  and  An  Introduc- 
tion to  the  Arts  of  Japan,  among  other 
publications. 

He  is  married  and  has  five  children.  One 
of  his  hobbies  is  building  houses— he  has 
built  three  so  far  in  Oxford. 


Dr.  Swinton  will  remain  on  the  Univer- 
sity staff  as  Professor  in  a new  field  of 
study,  the  History  of  Science.  He  was 
appointed  Director  of  the  Museum  follow- 
ing two  years  as  head  of  its  Life  Sciences 
division  and  35  years  in  the  British  Museum 
of  Natural  History,  where  he  earned  a 
reputation  as  one  of  the  world’s  foremost 
authorities  on  dinosaurs. 

During  the  two  years  he  has  been  Direc- 
tor, the  Museum’s  internal  organization  has 
been  streamlined,  curatorial  salaries  have 
been  raised,  and  field  work  and  publica- 
tions by  staff  have  increased.  Annual  atten- 
dance has  risen  by  more  than  25  per  cent 
each  year,  to  nearly  740,000  visitors.

Donald  G.  Creighton  has  been  appointed 
The  Sir  John  A.  Macdonald  Professor  of 
History.  The  new  title  honours  a distin- 
guished scholar  at  an  appropriate  time  in 
history,  the  nearing  of  Canada’s  Centennial.
